~Wliat the City Council Shoiild Do. 

■•"' One cannot help ruinarkin;; what a yroal 
waste of time is caused in nearly every metl- 
ing of the City Council it> (li.-cii<sing rriaUer.s 
whioh had tnucli beller bo alluuJod tu elau- 
where. Scatcjly an ordiiiuuco or by-law 
comes before the Corporation lor enactrnonl 
that does not yivo ri.se to a debate as to 
wholhor lliey liavo or huvo not llie power to 
make it, or whether it will have atiy, legal 
effect when made. To hear the City Fath- 
ers sometimes disputing nb'but a legal point, 
one would imngine Ihal he had dropped into 
a.qest of genlleineii of the. gown, instead of 
among a half dozen of plain citizens e'ngng'ed 
iii ordjnaty naitters of b'osineas. It scom.s 
to us that it would be far better fur the 
Council to fischew the discnssion of legiJ 
mstlers in their Conncil ineoiinys. If there 
bo any doubt as to ihoir powfis of nctiiiL; 
under any of the .suollun:) tit' the Act of In- 
corporation, let the-n taUe the oplnioa of a 
profesfiional man upon them. Let him de- 
fine whatthoy can and wliat they eaii iiotdo 
under the Act. Let a synop^^is of all the 
matters requiring amendment be made with- 
out delay, and then the Council will be in a 
position to demand that the Le;:isl:iUne shall 
apply the remedy. As it i.s al pnvsenl all is 
empty declamation. Nn definite idea of what 
they would have done can be drawn from 
anything that falls frein the lips of the vari- 
ous Councillors who have been making com- 
plaints. Not that we have any doubt that 
thtre are many j;rievance9 to be -seen in the 
present constitution of tht! charter, for we 
believe that it is strewn with them; but in 
the name of common sense lot us have them 
'selected and dune away with at once. If 
the proper spirit animated the Goveriunent 
every causo of complaint could be done 
■way with in a week; and wo have a right 
to insist that the Council shall show what 
they want in order to carry out iho objects 
of the Act, and that the (iovernnient shall 
apply the remedy. The country is suH'oriny 
from the torpor that seems to hang overovery 
governing department, whether local or 
general, in this colony. No matter how 
urgent may bo the wiuil of legijlative inter- 
ference, there seerns to be no desire to ex- 
pedite matters one iota beyoiul the snail's 
pace. 

We have had a large imniigiation to our 
shores this summer. Our mines iirc not just 
yet within the reach of many. Most of our 
new-comers are not over burdened with the 
yellow metal, but are dependent lor ihcir live- 
lihood upon the labor ol their hands and aio 
willing to stay here if they can tjet emi'doy- 
ment. Anil oniployinont can be had, il tliore 
in office only do their duty. There is any 
quantity of labor to'bo done about the city in 
the shape of public works, if the City Couucil 
and the Uovornmcnt ^vill only exert them- 
selves to take the necessary steps to have it 
done. Tho Council want money and the 
menus of raising money. Jf Ibey have not the 
latter, let the Government give it to thcni at 
once. 

It is useless for Mr. Cary or any one else to 
attempt to induce aoy amount of our present 
population to remain hero and settle down, 
whetlicr at farminj; or at anythiii.^' else, unless 
money is kept in circulation both by private 
and public works. How are meii going to 
prepare to take up land when they can't cam 
enough to buy their lood to enable them to 
remiiin on it. The Govornmetit need not ex- 
pect that as long as tbcy tie the hands of tho 
city in raisin;^ funds that they are fj-oin.i,' to do 
anything but injury to tho Colony. If they 
had done their duly long ago in givinii a 

E roper Charter of lucorporolion, we would 
nvo had all tho machinery in the city to gite 
employment to as uiuiiy as would require ii, 
and would not bo making the atteniiit to 
to close the door when the horse is stolen, as 
we very much fear will bi> tllo ca.^;!- now. 

Some will say thai the oily have power 
enough without, any assistance from the Gov- 
■ ernment, to do all that is necessary. That 
may or may not be so. But it must be recol- 
lected that il there is any doubt about the 
matter it should be removed by the proper 
authorities. The city eainiot ullbrd to run 
the risks of law suits from exceeding' their 
authority, and there is no _nece.-.-ity of their 
doing so as long as there is a power to pre- 
. Tentit by legialatioD.
